Briti.sli Columbia Mission, 
In the kdinbnrijk Itcvicw of April 27, we find 
that a me^tjn^ waa held there wbioh^ was attended 
by several notabilities, to aid the funds of the 

Mrilish Columbian Mission. We give below the 
llev, Jlr. Ciarrett'a speech on that occasion. .Sonic 
portions ol it are rather spicy ; but tlie tendency 
of tbellov. gentleman's movements is to bring 
this country still more under the notice of the 
British public. 

Mr. Gorrctt then proceeded. In a lengthy but 
very lucid and interestmK address (illustrated with 
•inely executed maps), to explain the progress of 
the C'ldony and Mission. He commenced hy uiv- 
ing a brief description of Ihe country in regard to 
iis geographical position, after which he proceeded 
to furnish a denli.i^liinterestiiig infuraiaiion with 
reference tctits internol resources, and, latterly, to 
the future prospects of liolh tlie colony ai.d the 
mission. In describing its gergraphii-al position, 
lie mentioned that on the coast are l ii) islands, 
withaviry extensive disuict of mainland li rri- 
lory, that there are extensive lishei ies, ami that 
the coasts are indentid with liarhois ciiiahle of 
containing the th 'ts of the whole woild at the 
same iiioiiieiit. In descriliing the iiitcri.iil ri smir-
